^'inciiiimtl, O.. Aiignsf 20. — The Kentucky State 
Racing rommissh.ii having decided that racing 
should be continued in Kentucky as n patriotic 
duty because of Hie close relation which it hears 
to the naiioiial ilefeiise as a means of encouraging 
till* priKlni'tion of liorsi*s snitahle for army pnriai.ses, 
the officials of various racing assm-iations to which 
dates were allotted are busily engaged in preparing 
for I In* fall nicciiiigs which will !m* held at I.<i*x- 
ington, Louisville and I^itoiiia. Tin* fall season, 
embracing forty nM-ing da.vs. will lie inaugurated 
at Lt'xington on Saturday. Septenilwr 14. and will 
In* brought to a close at I..atonia Saturday, Xovem- 
lM*r 2. 

Imlicatious jioiiit to a season of greater brilliancy 
than usual. Tin* associations have voluiiHirily aii- 
iioniiced an increase in tlie purses to such an extent 
that the natural result will In* to attract hy far 
the Ih'sC class of horses ever seen in action in Ken- 
tucky in the antninii season. It is estimated that 
at Latonia tin* daily distribution in stakes 
and purses will reach the hitherto unheard of total 
of $1P,0P0. while at Lniisville the distrihntion will 
run to about daily, and at Iiexiiigton sonie- 

tliing .like $7.iMHl. On this basis the total distri- 
lintioii fur the forty days of racing will amount to 
about $370,000. which will break all n*cords for 
Kentm*k,v racing. si*riiig or fall, on a per diem basis. 
It naturally is to Ik* exiiccted that the owners of 
giKMi horses will not overlook the exceptional op- 
imrtnnity that is thus offcii*d. 

While no official annouiiccinent has . yet lieen 
made to that effect, it is expected tliat the pnrsi* 
program will 1h* so arranged that the bulk of tiiis 
eiiorinons sum of money will n*ward tlie winning ef- 
forts of the iM'tter grade of horses. For instance, 
it is likely that tin* Kentucky State Racing Fom- 
niission will tie asked to sanction an arrangement 
wtiich will |K*rmit of the division of the big daily 
appropriation for purses into one of $2.04Mk which 
would serve as the particular feature of the da.v’s 
raiiug when no stake is carded; another of $l,r>00, 
still another of $1.2(K1, and two of $1,<KI0. leaving 
alM»nt $700 or .*<Suo for tin* daily pnrsi* for maidens, 
which is pnivideil under the Kentuck.v rules. 

It is easily to Ik* .sei*n what brilliant racing 
should conn* out of such a purse program. And 
when it is further taken into ai*i*ount that tUnindant 
stake opiK>rrnnities will lie pnwided for the gooil 
horses, it hi evident what a treat the patrons of 
Kentucky ra<*ing have in store the coming fall. 

John llachuieister. who presides over the destinies 
of the Litonia and Douglas Hark Joi*key Flubs, is 
planning to leave for Saratoga within a "day or two 
to iiiteri'st eastern iiorsenien in the tempting pro- 
gram that has liei*n pri*i>ared for fall racing at 
tin* two tracks, whose prominent place in Ameri- 
can racing is due to the progressive iHdicies which 
are ailhered to at all times in their management.

Reichcnaii is a dark 
brown ,.„it i,y Dark Ronald — Regina Fastra, so that 
Fiiglish bliMKi play<*<l :ui imiMirtant part in the tri- 
umph. and Oliver, a son of the veteran Joseph Hutters. 
was the trainer. Young Itiitters had the advantage 
graduating with his father, whose right-hand 
man j.,? was until just bi*fore the war broke out. 
when Mr health failed, and he was ordered to take 
a I'oiiipieie rest for at least twelve mouths, in 
these eirciinistances he accompanied his brother 
I'red t,, Austria, in which country his father had 
earned fame as jiM*key and trainer. Eighteen months 
later Fred obtained a license to train for Harou 
Franz de Rotliscliild. and Oliver for Herr Urban. 
Newmarket will l»c pleasi*il to learn that the latter 
has so siMiii made his mark in the profession. Dark 
Ronald, too. has lost no time in making a hit. 
as it was only in 1913 that he w’as sold by Sir AIk* 
Hailey. He was a gcKKl raei*hors«*, and landed a 
big coup in the Hunt Fup. Iiesides winning the 
Princess of Wales Stakes. Not in the same el:i*ss, 
|K*rliaps, as Hayardo. he was nevertheless one of the 
best ‘mis of Hay Ronald, whieh sired him from 
Darkie, a daughter of Thnrio and Insignia, by Hlair 
Athol. Plato is trained h.v tiie veteran Jidin Reeves, 
who has also won all the b«*st two-.vear-olds races 
«f the current season. — “Vigilant” in Loudon

Saratoga. N. ^ .. August 20. — Sun Hriar’s great 
victory in the Travers Stakes Saturday was tin* 
main topic of I’onversation among horsemen and 
followers of the s|K»rt yesterday. The consensus of 
opinion was that the contest proved that Sun Hriar 
was a great horse and that the veteran Rill Knapp 
was a gnat jm-key. Sun Hriar won lM*i*anse of his 
siH*ed and <*oiirage. hnt with a less exiM*rieiiceil rider 
it is likely he would have lieeii eompu'red hy Johreii. 
Knapp did more than ride faultlessly. He did some- 
thing seldom seen iioxvadays on the American 
turf. He gave Sun Hriar u breathing sp<*ll in the 
middle of the contest, and this enabled Mr. Kilmer’s 
colt to reserve some of his great speed and stamina 
for the final rush through the stretch. He out- 
generaled Frankie Robinson on Johreii, and when he 
returned to the siales was crowned king of the 
pilots in long distance races. 

The start of the race was in front of the grand- 
stand. ami the crowd got a thrill ami gave a cheer 
when Mars Fassidy sent the four fainons ehampioii 
ship contenders awa.v to a |M*rfeet start. Extermi- 
nator. which was next to the rail, was the first to 
show in fniiit, hnt lK*fore the first eighth had lK*i*n 
?*overed Sun Hriar, which had the outside jKisition. 
iiad spc»! to the front. He started aroniid the i-lnb- 
liouse hcml two lengths ahead of his stahleiiiate. 
which was followed cliKsely by Johreii and War 
Flond. As soon as the long hackstretch was reached 
Knapp gave Sun Hriar more rein, and in a few 
lioumis he increased his lead another length. 

Hnt he could not get any further away, for Joh- 
ren and War Flond closed up ' the gap 
on the long stniightaway. Fifty yards be- 
fore the turn was reached jockey Knapp n*verted 
to tlie strategic move which eventually gave his 
eolt the victory. He eased up his mount and al- 
loxved John n to go past him. The crowd was un- 
aware of Knapp’s aetioii, and as the Whitney colt 
siH*d to the front, a roar of ‘Sun Hriar is beaten!” 
rent the air. The next instant ten thousand throabs 
thundered the news that Johreii wins. Knapp’s 
action had fooled them. 

Sun Hriar was not beaten by any means. .Vs soon 
as Johreii tmik command Knapp let out another wrap 
on his reins and kept Sun Hriar on the heels of 
the leader. Into*. tlwilioniestret<*h Johren ,si»ed at 
a dazzling pace, with Suii Hriar still having at his 
tail. Johren is known as a mighty streteh runner. 
Sun Briar’s ahilit.v to hang on had caused much sur- 
prise. But then* was a still bigger suriirise 

to come. Knapp’s strategic move had not been 
completed. He bad retreated, ami w’as awaiting the 
psyehologi<*al moment to charge. That eame at the 
final eiglith inist. At that iHiint he dug his he«*Is 
into the flanks of his mount. It was like an elee- 
trie spark to Sun Briar ami it had the desired 
n*sult. Mr. Kilmer’s colt sprang forward as though 
shot out of a cannon, and in a few strides was at 
Johreii’s throat latch. 

Then followi*d one of the most thrilling eipiiiie 
duels of the last decade. Robinson on Johren saw 
the danger and iiiinieiliately went to work with whip 
and lieels. Johren rcsixiiided resolutely and main- 
tained his short advantage until a sixteenth of a 
mile from tlie judges. Then Knapp resorted to the 
wliip. He laid it hard ami often over his great 
colt’s flanks. The punishment was severe, but 
Sun Briar ran faster under it and poked his nose 
in front. And there he kept it ilespite the desperate 
efforts of Johren and his jockey to win the famous

Improvements Under Way Indi- 
cate that Manager Brown Is 
Sure of His Ground.

Saratoga, N. Y\, August 20. — There has been som<» 
sjieenlation among racing folks as to the possible 
effect of the war ii|m>ii racing in Fuba. II. I). 
Hrow’ii, general manager of the <’uha-Amerieoii 
JiM'key (’Inb. who has lieeii among the visitors here 
during tin* imst few days, makes the authoritative 
anm>nm*i*iiieiit that, so far as he can foresee, there 
will Ih* nothing to interfere with the success of the 
race meeting which the organization of which he is 
the head is planning to (*onduet upon the usual lines 
at lieantifnl Oriental I*ark, in the suburbs of 
Havana, during the coming winter. 

Fonimenting on the plans and prosiieets for tin* 
mt*t*tiiig. Mr. Hrown said: “We are pliiiiiiing to 

eiuiduct racing in Fuba next winter under much the 
same conditions that attemU'd the banner meeting 
of 10.*i da.vs that we gave there last winter. While 
it is a bit too earl.v to annoiiiK*i* all the details, 
patrons of Fnbaii racing from this country ma.v 
safel.v count upon much the same arrangemen't.s that 
prevailcil last year. Anybody who may be appre- 
hensive as to Fuban racing under the trying con- 
ditions that the world is passing through can take 
comfort friHii the fact that we are spending a 
great deal of money at Oriental Park in imppove- 
nients preparatory to the oiiening of the season.

It costs much more to do such work under present 
t*onditions than iiormall.v. but the inen*asing laitron- 
age of racing at Oriental l*ark demands the im- 
provements which have l>een liegnn. and the.v will 
lie carried to (‘ompletioii long liefore the o|ieiiiiig 
of the s«*asoii. whieh lias lK*en set for December 
1 or then*ahi>uts. 

“I have recentl.v returned from a trip to Fuba, 
undertaken to snjK'rvisi* the lM*ginning of the im- 
]>rovements at Oriental Park to which referem*e 
lias lM*eii made. Tliese improvements inulnde the 
siilistaiitial extension of the field enclosure and 
stand, the laying down of mncli new concrete work, 
the repainting of all the buildings within the en- 
closure. iiiclndiiig the grandstand, arrangements 
for the installation of fifti*eii additional imri-nintiirl 
inai'Iiines, and further beautification of the grminds. 
The lust nameil item inelndes the setting out of a 
large iiunilH*r of royal ]>alms of gigantic size, the 
planting of an orange grove and the planting of 
fast growing hunilKMis along the entire length of 
the baekstreteli to serve as a screen to sliiit out 
the stables from prominency in the magnificent 
view that presents itself from the grandstand. Ori- 
ental Park is already one of the beant.v spots about 
Havana, and it is onr ambition to make it the most 
lieantifnl place in all Fuba. 

“('nba in general, and Havana in iiurtieular. is 
inon* orosperons just now than ever lK*fon* within 
iii.v kiiowlwlire as one result of the world -wide de- 
iiiand for its priKlnet.s. es|M*eiall.v sugar, gmwiiig out 
of the great war. aini this will lie a big factor in 
the success of onr meeting next winter. The iieople 
of Fnha have Ih*coiiii* thoroughly interested in rac- 
ing and some of the island’s leading citizens, 
inclinliiig President MciUK*al, *iave shown that their 
interest is more than casual h.v going in for breeiliiig 
thoronghhn*ds on a substantial scale with the ulti 
mate object of priMlneiiig racing stiM*k with whieli 
to participate in the s|N»rt. We shall eiii-oiirage 
this movement h.v providing s|M*eial races for 
Fnhaii hn*il thoroughbreds at the pro|M*r time.’*

N‘<’ause he did not soon sln»w ns anoth<*r son 
equal to The Tetrarch. It is a strange fact that 
gn*at siu’c«*ss at tin* onts**t of a stud cnn*er i>osi- 
tively handicaps a stallion if lie. the following sea- 
son or two. d<K‘s not live up to the standard which 
Im* has himself en*ated. However, all’s w’ell that 
ends well in the ease of Roi Ih'i’islo and it may be 
ad«le<] that another three year <dd son of his. PriiM*e 
Pliilip. would (iroliahlv ‘have beaten even King 
John for the Irish Deriiy had not an accident pre- 
v<*iit«*d his lM*ing trained for that race. Prince 
Philiii is a gray colt by Roi HcriMlc — Santee, hy 
Saiitoi. her d;iin.‘ Castle i}mM*n, h-y I)«*iice of Clubs — 
P.itciit. b.v Barcnhiiiic. and his breeder and owner, 
Mr. Kenm*d.v. thought him quite up to FhigHsh Derby 
form. Th.’it he was the iM'st two-yea r-*d<l colt in 
Ireland last .vear is fairly <*ertaiii. With the prob- 
able <*ontiiuia!M*** of Roi lienKle’s siucesses. and the 
immense demand for the services of his son Tin* 
Tetrarch. not to mention what Kildan* II. has al- 
ready doiM* hy siring Trespasser, om* of the best

The mating with Atlantic 
(son of 'nMU’iiianhy) was thus well caleiilated to pre- 
serve the merits of the Alice Hawthorn family.

tw*> y**ar-ol*I s*»n. tlMuigh ii<d a gra.v *uic. He is 
a son *>f Ro.val K***|ii**st. hy Ro.val Hampton, her 
<l:!iii. V’es’iers, by St. Simon — lai Cloche, by Hermit. 
H»* was a g*KMl hors** *ui the turf, winning during 
fiv«* s**jis*ms. so that he must in* ex*’entionally sound. 
Th** reintr*Mlucti*>n *»f this m:ile line of Thorinanby 
with tiM* gray <’«uiibiuatioii is likely to start .a new’ 
**poch in tlie *h‘V**lounieiit of tlie British thorongh- 
hn**l. just as «iid the **oming of Galopin and his 
s*m St, Simon.

The e*»minittee of the club, in view’ of the 
great interest attaching to Carbine and his great 
feats in the rac ing world, decided that such portion 
of the gift as was suitable for public exhibition 
slionld Im* pr«*sent**d to the .\iickland Museum. The 
skin was found to be unsuitable for full mounting 
in tile ordinary manner, and it was *lecided t*» pre- 
sent (h«* h**ad and ne**k »>ortion to the iinist*nin. 
Tins has b«*en sueeessfully 'moiint**d b.v Mr. (D*illin. 
the taxidennist at the iiiiiseiim. The interesting 
relie will !h* ohu****! on a suitable shield, and will 
shortl.y Im* <»n exhibition in the museum. Au in- 
scrilM**! silver plate, containing a re**ord of Car- 
bine’s iM*digree. performances and total winnings, 
will Im- attach***!. The remainder of the skin will 
be **onverted by the c*Inb into a **hair cover. Car- 
bine’s skeleton w'Hs presentfsl by the Duke of Port- 
land to the MellHiurne Museum, where it has been 
set up. — New Zealand Herald.

Equipment in the Antipodes. 



Mr, F. MeEvoy. who has be**n prominently id**nti- 
fi***i with til** Australian turf for a *iuart»|r of ;i ****n- 
tnry. while on a visit in England, was int**rviewed 
up*»n racing and ccpiipnient of rac*e tra**ks in Eng- 
land and .Australia. 

“I must sH.v the nc(*«>iiimn*Iation proyi*l**d for the 
piihlie is n*d ao gcMid in England as in Australia. 
Th**re **aiinot he a «Iiff**r**m*e of opinion on tliat 
iM'int among those who are a<‘<|naiiit ***1 witli both th<* 
Mother ('onntr.v and Colonial «**»urses, Raciug her** 
start***! buig ago in a nuslcst kiinl of wa.v. aii*l has 
gra*lu:illy gr<»wii to what it is. • (’liang**s w**re math* 
from time to tim«*. ami the ac<*omm*Mlatioii has im- 
prove*!, no doubt, but everylHMl.v kn*>ws that if koiik* 
of tile iKipular race courses were t*> Im* Iai*l out now 
th**y would have an altogether differ«*nt app(*aran**t* 
when finisli*‘d t*> that which they now present. 

“I *lo not say you arc lH*hin*l the times. The pr**- 
vailing conditions an* s*i *liffen*iit tiiiit it is |M*r- 
haps scarc*c*ly quit** fair to compart* s*»nie of your 
courses w’itli. sa.v Flemington ami Caiilfiehl. Eiig- 
lishmeii who have lM*eii «ui the Fleniingttm eoiirse 
agrt*e that the occomniotlation provid***! for the piih- 
li»’. and tin* manner in which their **onvenieii**es have 
been stmlie*!. are suiM*ri*>r to aii.vthing *»f the kiml in 
England. And I hold that the public should Im* 

stiidietl. 

“Here y*Mir staiitl a**commodatiou is **xtn*m**l.v 
limit*'*!. In Australia it is not unlimited, but it is 
comnitMlions ami anyon** wlio giM*s int*> the enclos- 
ures at Flemington. Caulflehl, Morpliettville. I’ertli, 
Coolganlle, Kalg*M>rli<* or Randwick d«M»s not w*>rry 
ns to w-|i**th**r he will Im? able to sec* a ra**e. He 
km*w’s it w’lll Im* his own fault if he d«M*s not. Can 
you ent**r an enclosure in Englaml with the same 
f**eling of **oiifi<1enc(*’/ The answ**r must Is* in the 
lu'gative. If y*»u desire to have a s**at h**re ami 

watch tlie ra**es in s*uiu* d«*gr**e *if c*omfort. y*>u 
must retain ,v*»ur sc*at all *lay. Wh.v sluuihl y*»u Im* 
coin|M'll**«l t«»‘ do that? It is not for me to sugg»*st 
r**!u**dies. but I think 1 ma.v say witlimit offens** 
that tlM* managers and st**wanls of your c**»urs**s 
are sl*)w to make improv**meiits. 

“It would Im* easy to at oiu*e effect an alteration 
which w’*»il*i he appr**ciated hy the patrons of th** 
turf ill this ***nintr.v, I w*»uld have tin* s«*ats num- 
l>**r»‘d and r**s**rve*l in the stands. s*» that th«*y might 
Im* lNM)k(‘d in a*lvaii**«*. Th**re would b** n*» injiisti***? 
*I*ui** to aiiylsMl.v. but it wouhl Im* a great c*onv**ni- 
**nce. I c;in lumk seats at a theater, a ml those 
s**ats ar»* mine for the who!** n**rf*)rman<’e, no matter 
what tihie 1 enter. W'h.v should I not Im* able t** *lo 
the same on a race <*oiirse? If you now’ str«»ll into 
tin* pa* 1 dock t*» s**e tin* Iu>rses y*»u luiv**^ to hiirr.v 
has’k in tin* h*»pe of g**tting a fav*irlte iM>siti*»n fnuii 
whi*’Ii to view tin* rac*e. Y*>n ina.v. lunl you ma.v 
m»t. You an* fortunate if j’ou do. If 3 ’oii *l*m’t 
get into tin* stand, you *lon’t s**e the ra****. lM***aiiw* 
the gnaimis arc* not niatle up W*re as th**y are in 
.Vuslralia. 

THEATER IDEA IS CARRIED OUT. 

“In the theater you get the sl<qM**l flcM>r. We have 
carri*Ml *ait that idea on our ra**e c*uirses. There is 
an upward sIojm* from tin* **ourse. and that eiiahl**s 
everyboily to s**e the whole ra**e. Yon wpiild b«* 
siirpris**d. if you haV** not seen the Flemington 
***Mirse, if y*>u W’ere to visit it. The lovel.v lawns, 
the tlow**r Im** 1 s, the stainis. refreshment ro*mis, 
*ln*ssiiig rcMuns and all *>ther r***iulrenients leave 
m»thiiig to Im* desin*d. I *!o not say that the nat- 
ural siirronmlings t**|nal ,v*>ur **onrs«*s here, but the 
iM’tiial race **oiirses ainl their a*ljnncta are mncli in 
a*lvan*’e *»f aii.vthing I have seen here. 

“Most of oiir eonrses are eggshaiM*d. with a three 
or four furlong finishing straight. The spectators 
an* s*> pl:icc<l that they can watch the horses from 
tin* start until tln*y have pass***! the post. Yon *lo 
m»t lose ’sight of them at inten*stiiig periwls of a 
ra**e. That is another advantage we have as coni- 
pareil with so many rac*e coiirs**s here. On Mel- 
bonrm* Cup day I snpiKise from SO.CKH) to lOO.bdO 
oiil«M)kers **aii .s**<* tin* riic*e fr*>m start to finish. 
We have w’hat is kiiow’n as the Hill, and the view’ 
of thi* race from then* is spl(*iidid. 

“With us tl'.e starting gate is a sn**eess, and we 
would not think of returning to the ohl method of 
starting w’ith a flag. The starting gate w’as, 1 
think, first us**d at Sand*»wn Park (Australia). At 
any rate, its first imimrtant. trial in public w’as 
there.' There' W’lis a lot of prejudic*e against it. anil 
the opinicin was practically unanimous that the ex- 
p**rimeut W’as d*M>mod to failure. ExiM*r!en**e has 
shown that it is better to pass judgment after a 
practical- test. The starting gate is now an estab- 
lish**d institution in Australia, ami this flag is a 
thing of the pjist at important m«*etings. 

“We have no ditticnlty in getting tlie horses to 
fa*’e the tape. They are trained to w’alk up to it, 
aii'l as scMjn as it is raised they jump off. In Aus- 
tralia the starting gate is an emphatic success, ami 
it should b<* in this country'. I am bound to say 
that tlie starting gate is not the siic****ss here, so 
far as I have s**en it in use, that it is in Aus- 
tralia. It is there selilom that the hicrses an? 
kept more than a minute at the iMist. I cannot re- 
m<*iiibc*r f*ir a mom«*nt w'hat the average ilelay at 
tlu' iMist in Australia is, hut it has lM***n **arefull.v 
w’*»rke*l out, and it is so small that it is not worlh 
serious *■ollsid(*ration. It is something like a luin- 
ut<*. I think. 

“Th«* starter is master of the situation. That is 
uiid<*rst*><N| l» 3 ' till* jock**.vs. If Hi** iie*’**ssit.v aris**s 
h** r*'p*»rts a J*m k 4 ‘.v to th** st**wanls, wh«» ba**k up 
till* starti'r ami siisiM*ml or *dh**rwis*‘ *l*‘al with th«? 
‘Im».v.’ Tlu* starting gali* is th<* pniper thing, ami. 
given Australian I’onditions, th*T** is no (‘miiparisiui 
lH*tw***'ii tlu* two m<‘tli*Mls of starting. As I .saiil 
iM'for**, I cannot un«l«*rstaiid the ilelays at the i»ost 
ill this I’luiiitry. 

“We attu**h m<*re importanc’c to time t**sts than 
.vou *lo here in England. The times of every race 
are taken ami the inethiMl a*lopt**d is as near |M*r- 
fei tiori as possible. When the webbing is released 
it starts an elei-trie hell in the stewanls’ staipl, 
whii’li als*> starts a large I’hx’k immeiliately op- 
INisito tlu* Aviiiiiiiig post, ami as tin* b<)i*s<*s fhish 
past, the man in tlu* box st*»ps tlu* ehuk. The 
piiblii* at till* m(**‘ting attai’li great im|M>rtun*‘** to 
the times ami fioek anuiiid to s**i* tlu* *Jial. 

SPECIAL STAND FOR STEWARDS. 

“We havi* a s|M***ial stewaril stand for the ex- 
I’liisiv** iisi« of till* sti*wanls. Tiu*.v wateh ev«*ry *l*e 
tail of a ra*’** from it. If anything oii’urs *>f a siis- 
pi* ions ehara*’ti*r there is no n**e*i for tlu*m t*> go 
alsMit Slacking information. ’Hie.v have s«*en, or 
shonbl iiave k*‘**ii. everything in tlu* ni**e from !m?- 
ginning to emi and aiij’ ohj«‘eti**n or protest as to. 
luipiHuiiiu's *>n the *•ollrs** i-aii b«* «l**alt with in a sat- 
isf.u-tory Ilia liner. If the stewanls I’onsiiler it ne*-*‘s- 
sary th**y obtain evideiu***, but it is seldom ii**ces- 
s;ir.v. 

“The luSrsi'K are sehlom more than a half mile or 
thre»*-qiiarters from tli**m. and with a strong pair 
of gla.-isi-M then* is not miieh cham*e of anything 
**siapiiu; th**ir notic’c, particularly’ fnuii th** elevate*! 
IMisitioii they oceupy. In Eiighiiid it is impossible 
for till* st**wards on lii^rsebaek. particularly on some 
**o*irs*‘s, to s«*** wliat is lmpiM*niug, and when *-om- 
plaints are lodged the evitleii**** of interested parties 
hsis often t*> be sift**d. It is for those connected 
with English rai’ing to say whether t!u*y are entire- 
ly satisfi***! with this, or whether they think an 
alteration which would appniximati* more closidy to 
tlm Australian metluMl would be an improvement. 

“I *lo not siigg**st that the Australian turf is |H»r- 
fe* t. It has its faults, hut the racing is as straight 
tlu*re as anywhere els**. Of course, w’e have a 
ease now’ and then that W’e ilo not like. Racing 
men in Australia are no iimre saints than any other 
si'iiioii of humanit.v in that or an.v iither coun- 
try. but the cases which pmviile h'gitimate **aiis*>s 
f*»r (‘(uiiplaiiit are few’ and far lM*tweeii. A racing 
man is alwa.vs in the eye of the public am| the 
slightest niistak*' is bbizoiu'd ubroail, and th** story 
do-*s not grow less in t*‘lling. 

"It is **as.v f**r a man tlu*re, as h**n*, to fall iiiuler 
tlu* suspii-ion of till* public without the sligiifost 
cause and, although the man ma.v lx* pi‘rfi*ctly in- 
m.ei'iit. the public, having mail** up its miml, will 
not b*‘ coiiviiK’cd to the contrary. Once a rai-ing man 
in Australia, you are a public man. You are for**e«| 
into that iKisitioii whether .vou like it ‘>r not. Tin* 
iiiter*»st ill rai’iiig and al! that appertains to it 
tlux** is so gn*at that tlier** is no help for it. 

“Till* use of saddle cloths as a*lopl**il in Australia 
is a move in the right ilirei-tioii, for it enables 
evi'r.vom* to see at a glance what the horse is. for 
the numb**r *ui the saildle cloth corresiMimls with the 
om> on the card. S*>me iiersoiis tak«* **x*’eption owing 
t*> the cham*es of contagious *Ii.scas**s. tmi that **an 
easily Im* guanled against b.v fumigation, or seeing 
tliat suffii’ient cloths are on hand to lover the *lay. 
No cloth slionld be used twi**e without being washed. 
Ami. again, the keyboanl used in the paiidocks tells 
.vou immediately whiih Ikix shelters the hor.se you 
an* se* king for and thereby a lot of time is saved.”
